On Dec. 17, Robert C. Seamans Jr., secretary of the Air Force, an- 
nounced the closing of the project, located et Wright Patterson Air 
Force Base in Dayton, Ohio, follow: ng a report financed at the Univer 
sity of Colorado by the Air foree, Seamans, however, suggested that 
although the Air Force had closed its own investigation, reports of 
sightings should be meade "to-responsible members of the scientifis 
community." 


Dr. Utke asks that anyone who believes he has seen a UFO, either 
in the past or in-the future, contact him at Wisconsin State Univer- 
sity-Oshkosh, 54901. He added that all such reports will be held in 
strictest confidence. He also urged that those interested in becoming 
a memoer of a UFO observer-investigator network also contact him, 


Dr. Utke has been investigating UFO reports for over five years, 
He has publicly stated his belief that UFOs actually do exist ar: 
_ are possibly either new natural phenomena that haven't been ex ‘plained 
or are extra-terrestrial in origin. 


St. Louis Men Reports 1941 UFO 


John Schroeder, of 4991 Miami St., St. Louis, Mo., has a vivid 
recollection of a UFO he and his brother saw in November i941 when 
he was 17 years old, his brother 16, and the two were living 
with their perents 2n Cleveland , Ohiv. re - 


As renorted to Art Epstein, of St. guise the two boys were on their 
way home from an after-school job- in a. erocery store . It was ‘about six 

otclock and the boys were running because it was raining. The. cloud 
cover was very low. Suddenly the whole area.became lit up as if a -iiige 
searchlight had been turned on. It was a bluish-white. color like an 
arc light, and as the. boys looked up to the sky, they saw a disc-shaped 
object about 35 feet in diameter. It levéled off just below the cloud 
ceiling, estimated to be from 300 to 500 feet, The angle at which it 
came down through the clouds was estimeted to "be about 40 ‘degrees. 
After leveling off and moving on for a short distance, it went back : 
up ehroueh the clouds at a 30- degree eneie aa 


As it wes leaving, John saw what. he thought. to Hs a definite rim cf 
a different color, a yellowish orange. The:time for the entire sight- 
ing was not more than thirty seconds, and Mr. Schroeder believes the 
object was no further distant than 500 or 600 feet.

An Enigma of the Heavens. . oe - ee by -Myron Craig 


Editor's Note:Mr. Craig lives in Alma, Illinois. Art Epstein, of 
St. Louis; obtained this report written by Mr, Craig and calls it. 
Na wonderful piece of documentation”, and suggested it be publisnec 
in its entirety. We agree, and here it is,’ just as it came from the 
pen of the 78-yeer old writer. 


“It. was during the night of May 19, 1910--a red letter year, in the 
annals’ of astronomy, | thet the astound ing and inexplicable ‘phenomena 
which I am about to- relate occurred. A phenomena which when | have 

soughtuj¢g explanation | from many capable. astronomers and scieniists, 
has left them either silent, or frankly skeptical and incrédulcus. 

As I heve. said, astronomically. speaking 1910 was a red letter yea 
because as you. will. remember, two great comets blazed forth inte view 
only a few weeks apart; one 2 megnificent spectacle appeared suddenly 
and unexpected just over the western horizon in:January. By the first 
of April the second celestial wanderer appeared , for it was then that 
mysterious cosmic missile known as Haley's comet came hurtling into 
view in the night time skies of the northern hemisphere, an object of 
interesting, if weird beauty as night after night its uncanny brill-. 
iance increased with its ever lessening distance from the Sun; A dis- 
tance which was daily growing smaller at the appalling rate of more 
than a million miles due to the comet's headlong plunge toward the 
Sun' for its reguler seventy- -five. year’ pene etten visit, 

Now, aS astrondémers well know, Haley's is a:very orderly and regu- 
lar visitor to our: Solar system ‘and has been known as-such for hundreds 
of years; but as you no doubt recall during this interesting 1910 visit, 
some enterprising newspaper chap came out with the story to the effect 
‘that.at that particular time the peculiar position of the comet was 
such as to render the danger | ‘of collision with the earth a likely pos- 
sibility. Of course, ‘this story gained wide circulation in the néws- 
papers and magazines of the time and found only too.many people whose 
- credulity made them. ready believers in this fanciful tale; as a ie 
inspired ‘in many a very pronounced uneasiness which with some et le» 
‘amounted to absolute terror. The astronomers all over.the world did 
what they could ‘to counteract these wild stories and clearly showed 
by mathematical formula that the position of the celestial visitor 
wes such thet a collision with the earth was actually impossible, but 
these reassurences however did-not suffice to quiet. the apprehensicis 
of those people who had allowed themselves to becomé alarmed. . This 
was: particularly. true. in many of the rural communities of southern 
Illinois, and dire predictians of tne approaching end» of the word 
were freely made, _ 

Now as I have said: while He observers had conclusively proven 
by their calculations that we were in no danger whetever of a direct 
hit from the comet, still they did discover a very peculier circum-. 
stance and one moreover which lent some semblance of reslity.to the 
fantastic stories of the newspaper men. It..was the fact disclosed by 
their researches that on May 10th, the comet would pass directly between 
the Sun and Earth and as the tail “Or the comet always points cirectly 
away from the Sun,there was a very. Strong, probability that the Barth 
might pass through a section of it. They. did riot, However snticspate 
any occurrence out ‘of the ordinary. due’ to. this fact hecause science has

and incidentally a very enthusiastic amateur. astronomer, an: avocation , 
in which I-still find great delig:s, ‘This: being the. case, you can 
easily imagine with whet absorbing interest I.watched the nSiey for every 
opportunity to catch a. glimpse of the interesting. visitor. and it was 
‘with considerable interest that I ascertained .from -my observations and 
the announcement of: professionel astronomers::that: the comet's tail - 
would intersect the Earth's orbit at the ‘exact..point where the. Earth: 
-would be on May 19, and while not.really expecting: anything cut of the 
ordinary to happen, still i. determined to: make unusually | careful. obser~ 
vations that night. 

The night ‘of May 19,. “1910, settled ‘down oles and ean over southeun 
Illinois. I was,. of: -course, most intently observing the heavens sali 
during the earlier hours of the evening for signs.of any unusual happen- 
Naess. perticularly ‘was I:curious to see whether’ or. not there would be 
> any uncommon number of: meteors ; but nothing . at..all.out. of the ordinary 
-was visible, not even the. comet itself, since it.was now in’ conjunction 
with the Sun. and hence below the horizon, so.toward eleven o'clock I 
‘decided to retire for a.few hours sleep énd have another hook ‘in, she - 
early hours which precede the dawn. I seemed to fali asleep as soon: 
as. I touched the ‘bed: and. seemingly herdly a.sécond later wes awake. 
‘again, reaching for my watch and striking:a. light. I was amazed to note 
‘that it was ‘2:30-a.m.:.-Being mindful. to, see what,: if anything,* had. 
developed during my. three end one half hours: asleep, T dressed ane! 
walked out for a few observations. 

Seldom, if ever, have I seen a night. more. perfect. for thie purpose. 
The air was “unusually: ‘clear.and the myriads. of stars:and. constellations 
shown’ with the dazzling bea 1uty and distinctness of microspic are lights 
ageinst the jet-black color of the sky, while:overhead the fainter .ana 

more remote: ‘beauty. of the milky way spanned the celestial vault like 
some: far off river of- silvery, luminous ‘sand....Lost “in: contemplation 
of the: sublime grandeur of. the scene and: absorbed in admiration of its 
.surpassing beauty, I hed*for the moment quite. forgotten the comet al- 
together. and also. all: ‘thought of any unusual: phenomena--when. sudden 
out of the southwestern sky somewhat from the general direction of the 
descended Orion and Sirius: (a point nearly exactly opposite from the” 
position of the comet) there burst upon my vision a strange and extra- 
ordinary. sight. Flashing: into vew with the~-instantaneous quickness * 
. of a bolt of lightning; a’dazzling red meteor. appeared or ‘rather what 
on the spur of the moment I. presumed. to bea meteor, but what erratic. 
law or whim was governing © the motion of..this. strange meteor if “such 
it was?. Where but.@ second before not a-thing out .of ‘the ordinary had 
‘been visible in the sky, there was now appearing ‘to my:-astounded and 
incredulous vision: a fiery red ‘globe larger. ‘and Brighter en aeetaaaeas 
slowly and leisurely drifting across. the sky following aslightiy 21g 
zag and irregular pathy toward. the northeast, and with a spoed appar 
ently not much greater than our -present. dey air Mie Zanes wound. attain.

being a most. Seracnianany astrononical puzzle; ena. such it has re-' 
mained through'all these nineteen yeers.- I ca n find no satisfactory 
explanetion of it, nor have I been able to obtain. one from any scien+ 
tist or astronomer of whom I have scught. Strange as it may seem, 
there can be no queStion thet the facts in the case occurred exactly 
as related, let your interpretation be what it may. Whatever the ob-' 
ject may have been, it must have been intirely outside our ocean of: 
air, This -is definitely shown by the fact that it did not ‘partake © 
of. the Earth's. rotational movement, but after stopping. appeared to. 
rise in the sky exactly like the regular heavenly bodies and with 
about the same speed. Had it been merely a luminous ball of gas 
-‘suspended in the air, as some authorities have suggested, there would 
have been no apparerit. motion of rising as was the case when it became: 
Stationary, because all objects within the Earth's atmosphere must 
of necessity shere with the. atmosphere the Earth's. eastward movement 
of rotation, | 
-To- have been outside our aerial envelope it woune have had to have 
been at a distance of at least two hundred miles’ from the Earth's sur- 
face and how much. farther.it: may have. been, we cannot say. 
At that distance to. have. appeared larger. and brighter than Venus, it : 
would have been necessary that it have a-diameter.of many hundred 
yards end also at thet distance to have given the effect of even slow 
motion that was apperent, it would have been imperative that it be 
‘traveling at the terrific speed of thousands of miles per hours 
Now just whet the answer to this perplexing array of facts may be, 
‘I.cannot say. You. may say that it was merely some unusual phenomena 
“connected with the ‘comet and this theory. I can not entirely disprove, 
but there are factors which. make it appear extremely doubtful. First: 
the object was moving directly toward the comet or neerly so while its 
motion was more nearly at right angles to the cometary orbit Second: 
how account for the fact.of its slow motion if you say it was: some- 
sort of cometary ‘satellite, for even. though its speed was terrific, 
it was very much slower than thet of the comet at that time. - — 
As I watched its erratic movements that: ‘long gone night, chere: 
was borne strikingly. upon my mind a curious impression of intelligent - 
control. Ana a suggestion of deliberate observation on the part of : 
the strange red mystery was. startlingly.impressive as it peused and 
hung motionless that: ‘Long hour in the midnight . sky.” Could it have: been 
possible then that it, really was some monstrous inter- -planetary or | 
even inter-steller: vehicle, possessing. a power of making: itself - 
luminous or non-luminous at..will? Could: it- have been that it was. ~ 
Something propelled and guided across’ spece by intelligent. beings?: And 
is it possible that thus traveling., it hy. chance or design, passed. aS 
“near our planet and peused momentarily ‘to gaze upon it perhaps even: — 
debating the ‘advisability of attempting to reach its surface for a’ oa 
brief visit? I confess that it sounds wildly impossible “and yet. eee 
Anyone wetching it that night could easily héve been persuaded ‘that - 
after a long period of indecision, the mysterious orb ‘suddenly. decided 
upon ‘a course of action and agein ‘started. ‘to. move » only. to Vanish in 
a few-seconds.

La Madera, N. M.--Occasionelly, during deer season, a hunter or! 
two stopped briefly in the sleepy Spenish town before moving on to 
Carson National Forest. 

Every now and then during an election year, @ politician visited 
to pick up a few extra votes from the town's population. of 200... - 

Other than thet, very few strengers were seen in the small town 
in the foothills of northwestern Rio Arriba County--except for that 
cool Spring. night in 1964 when Onde Gallegos stepped out of his” 
fether's adobe home to. chase away a small herd of horses.. 

At 12:30 a.m. April, 27, 1964, Gallegos. saw an unidentified flying 
object-=a- flying saucer.. 

_. The Air Force last month concluded that UFOs do not exist and dis- 
continued. its investigation of them. .- 

The people of La Madera, which means "The Timber"in: Spanish, have 
generally forgotten about the UFOs also, but there are still some who 
can vividly describe whet Gallegos saw that night. 

‘Looking north toward the scrub-lined shores of the trickling: Valle- 
éitos River, Gallegos saw what he later described as an "egge- ~shaped. 
object, longer than a telephone pole and about 100 feet in circumfer- 
ence." The object, according to the startled Gallegos, had no visible - 
windows or doors. , 

The sighting might have. been passed over if a similar incident 
_ had not -been ‘reported just 55 hours earlier at Socorro, N. M., 200 miles 
‘to the south. (Editor's Note--here follows an account of uae amore 
story, well-known to our readers and omitted here) * %* *

.. Madera, said he sent officers Albert Vega end David Kingsbury to in-. 
‘vestigate. 

"They reported the. ground. was still ‘Smouldering when they arrived: 
the next day and whatever burned there had to heve been pretty hot," | 
said Vigil, referring to the large circular piece of burned ground. 

The area, however, was part. of a community dump which included many | 
highly inflamable items. 

Whatever it was, the memory has faded through the years and the.
